“But glory, honour, and peace, to every man that worketh good, to the Jeu 
first, and also to the Gentile,” Rom, 2:10. 
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Question: Please explain Matthew 24: 
15. What is meant by “the abomination 
of desolation”?—J. D. L. 

Answer: This is merely another name 
for the antichrist or beast which shall 
come into power in the last days. The 
quotation is from Daniel 12:11, “And 
from the time that the daily sacrifice 
shall be taken away, and the abomination 
that maketh desolate set up, there shall 
be a thousand two hundred and ninety 
days.” The antichrist is to sit in the tem- 
ple of God showing himself that he is 
God. He takes charge of the temple wor- 
ship and reigns for an allotted time. This 
is the little horn of Daniel 7 and 8; the 
prince that shall come of Daniel 9:26; 
the king of Daniel 11:36-45; the abomi- 
nation of Daniel 12:11 and Matthew 24: 
15; the man of sin of 2 Thessalonians 
2:4, 8, and the beast of Revelation 13:4, 
10. A close study will disclose that each 
of these refer to the same character. 

Question: Please explain James 5:14 
and 2 Peter 5:5. Is an elder a preacher 
and is no one supposed to lay hands on 
the sick and anoint them except an elder? 
—A. L. 

Answer: In the Old Testament the 
word “elder” comes from the word trans- 
lated “presbyter” and means older. In 
early times books were scarce and the 
aged of the tribes were the depositories 
of tradition of by-gone generations. The 
old men had the most experience with the 
heads of large families over whom they 
had supreme authority. Great reverence 
was paid to these aged. In the New Tes- 
tament the word “elder” became an of- 
ficial title but only as those who were 
already older were ordained to fill the 
position. Thus, a minister should be an 
elder but all elders were not ministers. 
Elder is the opposite to novice, . and 
through respect should be called to pray 
for the sick. 

This does not mean that no one else 
should pray for the sick else this scrip- 
ture would not harmonize with Mark 16 
which provides healing by the laying on 
of hands of the believers. 

The scripture in question was given as 
advice in a local congregation rather than 
general though it appears in a general 
epistle.

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A NEW YEAR’S SERMON FOR 1942 








There are three great factors in a suc- 
cessful life. First, retrospection—the act 
of meditating upon things past. Second, 
introspection—the act or process of ex- 
amining one’s own thoughts or feelings. 
Third, prospection—the act of looking 
for and into the future. 

Past, present, fu- 
ture. A wise man 
makes the past an as- 
set to the present and 
the future. His ex- 
periences, the accu- 
mulation of knowl- 
edge, the increase of 
wisdom brought about 
by successes and re- 
verses or failures 
should constitute re- 
sources with which to 
face the battles ahead. 





Another year has passed away! Its days, 
its hours have been all swallowed in the 
vast abyss of the infinite past. That year 
has gone forever like a tale that is told, 
like a passing thought, like a sigh that 
is gently breathed forth, and is soon over. 
Its transactions belong now to the pro- 
vince of history. Memory may recall 
them, and by her magic power cause their 
pictured resemblances to rise before us, 
but never again can they be living events. 

We have a power over the past which 
we have not over the future, and the 
past sways us as the future cannot sway. 
We may, in fancy, live over again our 
past existence; while the utmost stretch 
of fancy cannot reach into the secret 
lurking places of “coming events.”

Call to Prayer.” An insert in the cartoon reads, “If my peo- 
ple, which are called by my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; 
then will I hear from heaven, and will forgive their sin, and 
will heal their land.” 2 Chron, 7:14. It is altogether fitting 
that while our country is calling its 
subjects to arms that the Church 
should call its constituency to prayer. 
This was done by our great leader the 
Apostle Paul when he said in 1 Tim. 
2:1, 2, “I exhort therefore, that, first 
of all, supplications, prayers, interces- 
sions, and giving of thanks, be made 
for all men; For kings, and for all that 
are in authority; that we may lead a 
quiet and peaceable life in all godliness 
and honesty.””

It would be better for us rather to pray, ‘Here I get me up to 
work, I pray thee, Lord, I shall not shirk, If I should die be- 
fore tonight, I pray thee, Lord, my work’s all right.’” And 
this should be the true attitude of the Church, for now is the 
time to work. Just what will come by way of changes from 
the present world war we do not know, but this we do know, 
that we are hastening on toward a day of darkness that shall 
cover the earth, and which will mark the end of opportunity 
for real work. We are nearing the time when Jesus shall catch 
away those who have been faithful and who have worked hard 
for Him and for His cause, thus again the necessity for taking 
advantage of every opportunity to promote the cause of Christ. 
“Work while it is day, for the night cometh when no man can 
work.” God’s blessings are upon those who work for Him.

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Che Revival Flame

“O Lord, revive thy work.”—Hab. 
322. 

Revival is abundant life. The early 
Church went forth in a flame of revival 
fire from the upper room with the rush- 
ing sound of a mighty message in tongues 
of fire. The assembled multitude stood 
in awe, asking questions, greatly wonder- 
ing! They were shocked when the mes- 
sage of flaming power leaped forth from 
the tongues of fire in the power and 
control of the Holy Ghost. They could 
hear and feel the holy flame stirring 
their dead souls (Ezek. 18:4) into di- 
vine life. No power in flesh could stand 
against it. No fleshly wisdom could ex- 
plain it. No human courage could stand 
before it. No mental skill could inter- 
pret it. No world science could analyze 
it. They could not control it for it was 
divine, powerful, and unanswerable. It 
was revival! It was life more abundant! 
It was the Holy Ghost manifested in sim- 
ple disciples who obeyed Him (Acts 5: 
32). Truly it was miraculous, for it was 
miracle in human lives. It was God’s gift 
to the Church (Acts 1:8). They heard 
a sound from heaven—they saw cloven 
tongues. They were filled with the Holy 
Ghost—they spake with new tongues. 
The promise of the Father was fulfilled 
(Luke 24:50-53), and the gospel was 
going forth in power and demonstration 
of the Holy Ghost. The power was on, 
the revival flame was spreading, and the 
gospel net swept in three thousand souls 
the first day. Hallelujah! 


Where is any room for argument? Why 
try to get by this fact? Why pass it up 
and make excuse? Why try a weak hu- 
man explanation on it? Why be afraid 
of it? It is revival of divine life in hu- 
man souls. It is miracle. Why wrest the 
scripture concerning such an event and 
experience? It was the gospel in power 
through surrendered human beings. It 
was God’s awakening message. It was 
Pentecost begun—the gospel message in 
earnest—love, faith, wisdom, and intelli- 
gence. It aroused, awakened, and stirred 
men from their doctrinal stupor, phari- 
saical pride, and legal slumber. They 
faced God manifest in the power and gos- 
pel truth. 


The Church (every member) was bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost and with fire 
as was promised. Nothing dead where 
there is fire. Nothing cold and formal 
where the fire burns. The fire gets quick 
attention and lasting results. It warms, 
comforts, and illuminates all whom it 
touches. The advent of the Holy Ghost 
was a miracle. The creation of the 
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Church was a miracle. These two miracles 
still abide in this world. Every member of 
the body of Christ is a “new creation” — 
a miracle by the power of the Holy 
Ghost. With such “power from on high” 
resting and abiding upon men in the 
common walk of life, the early Church 
challenged the forces of evil, feared no 
failure, expected no defeat, trusted no 
arm of flesh, asked the world for no 
sympathy, walked in and out of prison, 
rebuked, bound and cast out demons, 
brought lost men to faith in Christ, 
healed the sick, and the word was con- 
firmed and believers were the more added 
unto the Lord. 

They did not resort to human-made 
methods—they preached the gospel. They 
had proven and knew it was the power 
of God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth—to the Jew first and also to 
the Gentile. We have that same gospel 
today—God’s mighty Word, which is 
quick and powerful (Heb. 4:10-13)— 
and it does bring forth like results as of 
other days, when preached in power from 
on high. Nothing is out of order in heav- 
en. Everything is still in tact. The call, 
the command and promise are still true. 
Repent and believe the gospel. Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost, be filled with the 
Spirit. He shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost and fire. “Ye shall receive 
power, after the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses (martyrs) 
unto me” (Acts 1:8). This life in the 
Holy Spirit calls for and demands obedi- 
ence and faith. With His presence comes 
the faith and prayer life.

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Bible Craining School and College Echoes 


A DAY IN B. T. S. 


“Early to bed and early to rise makes 
a man healthy, wealthy, and wise.” Yes, 
that is the spirit of Bible Training School. 
Wake up! Get up! The bell has rung! 
It’s time to get up! The bell rings at 
6:00 a. m. We get up, dress, clean our 
rooms and get in a few minutes’ prayer 
before breakfast. 

Breakfast is served at 6:30 a. m. Sitting 
at each table there are six girls and four 
boys, eating in mixed groups. This trains 
us to use correct etiquette and everyone 
is so congenial that each meal is enjoyed 
by all. 

Classes begin at 7:30 a. m. Christian 
Ethics is taught the first period on 
Thursdays. This subject deals with Chris- 
tian conduct. We feel that this is one of 
the most important subjects inasmuch as 
our Church needs more knowledge along 
this line. It is the desire of the school to 
produce ministers who can take their 
stand with the highest rank and feel per- 
fectly at ease. Not only so, but why 
can’t our people be as cultured and re- 
fined as any other group? And that is 
taught thoroughly in this subject. 


Then the next period we study Par- 
liamentary Law, of which every member 
of the Church needs a fair knowledge of 
procedure. Every minister will need to 
conduct a business meeting at some time 
or another, and this teaches him the 
proper procedure. 

Our chapel program then comes at 
9:30 and for forty-five minutes we shut 
ourselves away with the Lord, and, of 
course, if the Lord sees necessary, we re- 
main longer. There have been times when 
our chapel period or service continued 
until afternoon and we welcome these 
precious hours, for we are made to see 
and understand more of the deeper work- 
ings of the Holy Spirit. 

On Thursdays, our music director, 
Brother Carver, teaches the whole school 
how to conduct a choir. Several students 
are called on to lead a song and after the 
song each leader is criticized. We are 
deriving great benefit from this class. 

From chapel we go to the Homiletics 
Class. Brother R. R. Walker teaches us 
how to prepare sermons. We learn how 
to interpret a text and many other need- 
ful things which will help us to be better 
preachers of the gospel. 

Grammer is taught after Homiletics, 
and who is he who does not need to use 
good grammar? 


Dinner is served! We have an hour for 
dinner. In this hour we can eat and then 
relax for a little while before classes. 
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And this is the hour when we receive our 
first mail of the day. Of course this makes 
many hearts glad for the good news they 
receive, and others are made sad and go 
to class with heavy hearts, but regardless 
of the sadness of the news there is al- 
ways a group who is ready to pray until 
victory comes to the one who is affected. 
A study of the History of the Church, 
which includes the “Church of God” 
history, is taught the first period after 
dinner on Thursdays. Then we assemble 
in the Theory and Sight-Singing Class 
for an hour. There is a great need in our 
churches for singers who know how to 
sing by note and this is where we learn it. 
Surely one can see from this brief out- 
line that there is a great need for each 
of these, and yet there is variety enough 
in the subjects to arouse great interest 
throughout every day. Of course, this 
schedule is not followed every day, for 
some subjects alternate every other day 
in order to give enough time to get in 
everything our students need. 


Last but not least, is the fact that at 
the beginning of each class we kneel and 
ask the Lord to bless in that particular 
class. It is wonderful how the Lord is 
blessing in B. T. S. I praise Him for the 
great privilege I have of being one of the 
students.—Benjamin DeLay, Atlanta, Ga.

A NHemorial in 


The picture to the right is the bronze tablet which 
will mark the final resting place of our Brother Ed- 
mund E., Stark in Angola, Africa, and is written in Por- 
tuguese, which Brother Stark was studying so hard, and 
he was making wonderful progress in the mastery of 
it before he became ill with the terrible fever that took 
him to his reward. 

Incidentally, we are shipping the tablet on which the 
above epitaph is written to Rev. Duane V. Waln, 14 
Beacon Street, A. B. C. F. M., Boston, Massachusetts, 
who is a missionary friend of Sister Stark and who has 
agreed to erect this memorial over the grave of Brother 
Stark. He will sail for Africa in March. 

When I think of our warrior fallen in battle, my 
heart is stirred. Surely none of us will ever forget the 
faithful services rendered by him and his companion 
in far-away Africa. May this sacrifice ever inspire hun- 
dreds—yea, thousands—to a greater and more devoted 
life of service to the cause for which Jesus gave His 
life. Below is the English translation of the epitaph:

I trust that some souls may be 
brought to the Lord through this wonderful promise of the 
Lord, in Rev. 14:13. 

I have a letter from Bembua, who was Mr. Stark’s first con- 
vert in Angola. It rejoices my heart to know he is stil! standing 
for the Lord. I thought you would enjoy this, too. But before

death. 

When I was getting ready to leave there, after my dear com- 
panion was gone, I called Bembua on the Saturday before, and 
asked him if he would be willing to stay there on the place and 
look after my few chickens, etc. He halfway answered “yes” 
and then went on about his work and I went about mine. At 
noon he came and said he could not stay. He was in a very 
great hurry to go at once and to return to his heathen village. 
This was so unlike Bembua. I felt it would not do to be in a 
hurry to answer him right then. My heart was very heavy. 
Since it was right at noon, I told him I could not talk with 
him now, but must wait until Monday. In the afternoon I 
earnestly prayed as the Apostle Paul instructed us to pray: 
“By prayer and supplication with thanksgiving.” I could 
thank the Lord for what He had already done for Bembua and 
ask the Lord to guide me how to deal with the present need. I 
prayed that if the Lord wanted Bembua to return to his village 
that He would make it known and let him go back to his vil- 
lage with victory in his soul, ready to witness for the Lord. 
But I realized Bembua could not read. Mr. Stark had tried hard 
to teach Bembua a few verses from the Word of God. It had 
been Mr. Stark’s highest joy to hear this native repeat these 
verses and to hear him earnestly praying to the Lord that eve- 
ning just before the Lord took Mr. Stark home to be with 
Jesus. 


Realizing Bembua could not read and it being only 2 few 
verses that he had learned, I then began to feel something in 
my own soul of the fight the devil would and had put up 
against Bembua, this babe in Christ. He had received almost 
no encouragement since Mr. Stark was gone. My knowledge of 
the native language was very small as I had to spend most of 
my time studying the Portuguese language. But Mr. Stark had 
acquired the language much faster than I and was able to talk 
in their own tongue with Bembua and his people before he 
passed away. Since I could not do this, I could not be the help 
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to them that they now needed. 

In the evening on that same Saturday, it was quite cold and 
we needed a fire in the old fireplace a little after sundown. 
When Mr. Stark was living he often called Bembua in the 
evenings to build a fire in this old fireplace. He always let him 
sit there by the fire for a while and they talked and studied 
the native language together. Also, only a few weeks before 
this, Bembua had helped Mr. Stark to repair the old fireplace 
and it was rather a sacred spot to Bembua now, for he loved 
Mr. Stark greatly. But now Mr. Stark, his teacher, his friend, 
his father in the Lord, the one who had brought him this 
blessed gospel light and good news at the cost of his life, was 
gone from him. No one can quite understand just how he 
really felt, only one who has lost everything. 

This was the first time I had called Bembua to the house 
since Mr. Stark had gone. This night it so happened that I 
called him to bring some fire for the fireplace. I had not 
planned it but the Lord surely had. After Bembua had finished 
making the fire he just sat there on the floor gazing into the 
fire. It seemed once more I could see tears glistening in his 
eyes as the fire burned brighter and lighted the room. 

The two lady missionaries from the other mission, who were 
there with me, Miss C. and Miss R., were sitting in the room 
near the fire. They looked up at me as if to say, “Why don’t 
you tell that native to leave the room?” 
For a little I could only sit there and say 
nothing, then I told them how Bembua had 
helped Mr. Stark repair this old fireplace 
and of how he used to sit there in the eve- 
nings and talk ““Umbunda” with him. Then, 
too, of how later in the evenings Mr. Stark 
would go out to the native camp near by 
and read from the Word to them all. Since 
Mr. Stark was gone, there had been no one 
to help them and they missed it greatly. 


Not being able to speak the native lan- 
guage myself, it made me feel this need in 
Bembua’s young Christian life more keen- 
ly. And needless to say, I missed Mr. Stark 
myself very greatly and still do, who had 
been so faithful to the end. Miss C. then 
seemed to see the need and spoke to Bem- 
bua. She began by asking him questions 
about the fireplace and the work that he and 
Mr. Stark had done there. This pleased Bem- 
bua greatly and a smile spread across his 
face, but still a very sad expression behind the smile could be 
seen as he answered, “Ah, Nala Stark and I spent many days 
working together on this,” etc. Then Miss C. asked him other 
questions which made him feel freer to talk. Indeed I had 
guessed right. Bembua missed Mr. Stark far more than words 
can describe. The thought of staying there at Chitau (where 
we then lived), with no one there after I was gone, but he and 
his wife, was more than he could stand. Bembua continued, 
“Ah yes, Nala Stark, ah, Nala could speak Umbunda like a 
native and he loved us better than himself. He left his people 
to come to us. But now he has gone to be with Jesus, the one 
he loved and told us so much about.” 

Now here is what Bembua had to say about himself: “But 
I want to stay here while you are gone now.” We then asked 
him if he had not already said at noon that he wanted to return 
to his heathen village? He replied in no uncertain tones, “Yes, 
true enough, but please, that was not me. No, no, I cannot 
go now. I want to stay here and do my best to take care of the 
things while you are gone. This noon when I came and said I 
would not stay but was going back, that was the devil after 
me. I see now the devil wanted my heart. But I cannot go back. 
I will stay and remember the words which Mr. Stark teach 
me.” 

This testimony from Bembua, as I have given it the best I can 
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Bembua and his wife 


remember, may help to make his short letter mean more to you 
as you read it. I trust after you read his letter that you will 
please put Bembua and his wife, Nekoti, definitely on your 
prayer list. 

This letter was written a year ago but I have just received 
word from there last week that he is still standing for the Lord 
and that now his wife has been wonderfully saved. This only 
makes this letter worth more for he is still sending the same 
word and after another year has passed of testing and trial he 
writes: 

December 1 
“Dona Stark: 

“My greetings to you. Are you well? We here are 
well. Two fowls (or chickens) have been caught by 
the wild cats, the others are all right. My wife, 
Nekoti, sends greetings and would like to know if 
you are well. Please PRAY FOR US. Please greet the 
Church for us. I am making progress in the faith, 
but please pray much for me. The words which Mr. 
Stark left with me I remember and I am not return- 
ing to the things of the world which are behind, but 
am trusting, trusting the Lord Jesus. Perhaps you, 
Dona, thought I would not continue but do not have 
any worry, I am trusting. I have a great longing to 

see you again, Dona. This is all. Stay 
well. 

“T am your servant, 


“Bembua.” 


Needless to say such a letter as this makes 
me feel that “missions really pay.” It was 
this native, Bembua, who came in and sat 
on the floor by Mr. Stark’s bed just a few 
hours before the Lord called Mr. Stark home 
to be with Him. It was this Bembua who 
said in his native language, after a long si- 
lence, “Kulombela,” which means “pray.” 
Then bowing himself over to the floor with 
face in his hands he began to pray. After he 
had finished praying, Mr. Stark looked up at 
me with tears in his eyes but a smile of vic- 
tory on his face and said, “Dear, I am glad 
we came to Africa. I am glad we obeyed 
the Lord and left home and friends for His 
sake. If for only this one soul it has been 
worth coming to Africa. Jesus came farther 
than that for us.” Thus we can still see that 
the works of this faithful servant of Jesus Christ are still fol- 
lowing him; he. is gone from us. 

By the help of the Lord I want to be as faithful in the place 
of service the Lord may choose to place me. Some times we 
can only see one step ahead and that not always clear, but the 
earnest prayer of my heart is, “Lord, keep me true regardless 
of the cost.” Let me say here again that I greatly appreciate 
all the prayers that have been offered in my behalf and know 
it has been answer to prayers that has held me up many times. 

Let us remember the words of the Lord found in Luke 10:2 
and Matt. 9:38, “Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he will send forth labourers into his harvest.” Let us not 
forget there are still many precious souls like Bembua who are 
yet in heathen darkness and who have never had the light of the 
gospel brought to them. Also please remember that Bembua 
cannot read. Pray that the Lord will reveal His truth to him 
and help him to read. We remember the Ethiopian said, “How 
can I understand except some one shall guide me?” 

May God help us to guide them by earnest prayer for them 
and by doing our best to help send the gospel message to them. 
May the blessing of the Lord be yours. Trusting you all have a 
blessed Christmas and that the coming New Year’s will be 
filled with rich blessings from the Lord, I am your sister in
